29 (4) The legislature finds that building codes are an integral
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 1 component of affordable housing.  In accordance with this finding, the
 2 state building code council shall consider and review building code
 3 provisions related to improving affordable housing.

23 Protection Association specifically referenced in the International
24 Fire Code:  PROVIDED, That, notwithstanding any wording in this code,
25 participants in religious ceremonies shall not be precluded from
26 carrying hand-held candles;
27 (4) Except as provided in RCW 19.27.170, the Uniform Plumbing Code
28 and Uniform Plumbing Code Standards, published by the International
29 Association of Plumbing and Mechanical Officials:  PROVIDED, That
30 ((chapters 11 and 12)) any provisions of such code affecting sewers or
31 fuel gas piping are not adopted; and
32 (5) The rules ((and regulations)) adopted by the council
33 establishing standards for making buildings and facilities accessible
34 to and usable by the physically ((handicapped)) disabled or elderly
35 persons as provided in RCW 70.92.100 through 70.92.160.

 1 In case of conflict among the codes enumerated in subsections (1),
 2 (2), (3), and (4) of this section, the first named code shall govern
 3 over those following.
 4 The codes enumerated in this section shall be adopted by the
 5 council as provided in RCW 19.27.074.

23 providing fire protection pursuant to RCW 14.08.120 shall, at its sole
24 option, be responsible for administration and enforcement of the
25 ((uniform)) International Fire Code on its facility.  Any fire
26 protection district or political subdivision may, pursuant to chapter
27 39.34 RCW, the interlocal cooperation act, assume all or a portion of
28 the administering responsibility and coordinate and cooperate with the
29 county government in the enforcement of the ((uniform)) International
30 Fire Code.
31 It is not the intent of RCW 19.27.110 and 19.27.111 to preclude or
32 limit the authority of any city, town, county, fire protection
33 district, state agency, or political subdivision from engaging in those
34 fire prevention activities with which they are charged.
